ber,

No one will attempt building,
though the housing problem has
reached serioul proportions, because
of the high prices of lumber. The
realtors Bay at least 50 per cent is
the profit exacted by lumbermen
1t 15 .out of all proportion to the in-
crease in the cost of labor, those
hehind the movement claim,

“If the lumbermen would bé con-
tent with a smalleermargin of profit,
Omaha would enter into an unpre-
cedented period af -building activi-
ties,” snid one of the realtors behind
the movement. “Three thousand
dwelliogs are needed at onee to care
for. the influx of new families, but
the lumbermen exact a price of $45
per. 1000 feat at refail, whereas lum-
